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Guy Cooper (Suz) and Cliff Palmer 
(Suz) were the big winners during two 
nights of racing in the PJI Super Are- 
nacross Nationals, held on January 12-13 
in Guthrie, Oklahoma. Palmer topped 
Jimmy Gaddis (Kaw) and Cooper to win 
the 250cc Pro class on Friday night, 
while Robbie Reynard (Hon) beat Gad- 
dis and Cooper in the 125cc Pro class. On 
Saturday night, Cooper won both the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes, beating 
Palmer and Gaddis, who finished second 
and third, respectively, in both races. 


Michael Brandes won both the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes during round one of 
the 1996 CMC MSR Golden State 
National South MX Series, held in Gor- 
man, California, on January 14. Brandes 
rode a Suzuki to victory over Casey 
Lytle and Jeff Willoh in the 125cc class 
before switching to a Kawasaki to win 
the 250cc class, where he topped Ty 
Davis and Willoh. 


The California Assembly Transportation 
Committee has approved a bill that 
would repeal the mandatory motorcycle 
helmet law in the nation's most popu- 
lous state, according to the AMA. Cali- 
fornia has had a mandatory helmet law 
covering all motorcyclists since 1992. 
The repeal bill - Assembly Bill 244 spon- 
sored by Assemblyman Bill Morrow (R- 
San Diego) - would eliminate the 
mandatory helmet provision for riders 
21 and older. It passed the Transporta- 
tion Committee by a 9-8 vote and will 
now be sent to the Assembly Appropria- 
tions Committee for consideration. Sup- 
porters of the repeal legislation, led by 
ABATE of California and the Modified 
Motorcycle Association, expect that the 
bill will be considered by the full Assem- 
bly in the next few weeks. "This shows 
that the system works if you elect people 
who will do the right thing," said Mike 
Osborn, a member of ABATE of Califor- 
nia's board of directors. Robert Rasor, 
vice president of AMA government rela- 
tions said: "The AMA has always strong- 
ly supported comprehensive motorcycle 
safety programs, and we encourage all 
motorcyclists to wear appropriate gear 
and ride responsibly. But we also believe 
adults should be able to evaluate person- 
al safety issues for themselves. This leg- 
islation is the first step in returning that 
right to adult riders in California." 


A no-fault insurance initiative that will 
go before California voters in March has 
the potential to dramatically increase 
insurance rates paid by the state's motor- 
cyclists, according to the AMA. The Cali- 
fornia secretary of state announced this 
week that the Alliance to Revitalize Cali- 
fornia has collected the necessary signa- 
tures to put the no-fault insurance pro- 
posal on the ballot in statewide elections 
to be held on March 26. That means vot- 
ers in the state will be faced with a deci- 
sion to retain the present insurance sys- 
tem or switch to a no-fault plan. Under 
the current insurance system, vehicle 
operators who are at fault in accidents 
are responsible for paying the damage 
they cause. The proposed no-fault sys- 
tem, designated Proposition 200, would 
require all motor vehicle operators, 
including motorcyclists, to insure them- 
selves against any damages or injuries, 
including those caused by another dri- 
ver. The proposal has raised concern 
among California motorcyclists because 
other states that have adopted no-fault 
insurance have seen large increases in 
motorcycle insurance premiums. 


Supercross legend Rick Johnson has 
signed with Penske Racing South to 
compete in the NASCAR SuperTrucks 





Series by Craftsman in 1996, reports 
Cycle News contributor Judy Kouba- 
Dominick. The team will run a Ford in 
13 of the 24 scheduled events, and it will 
be sponsored by Red Dog Beer. Johnson 
will share driving duties with Winston 
Cup regular Kenny Wallace, with John- 
son driving in four of the races and 
assisting Wallace as a spotter in the 
remaining events. In addition, Johnson 
will serve as a test driver for Penske 
South. “This is a tremendous opportuni- 
ty for me," Johnson said. ^I am excited 
about the opportunity to work with the 
Penske organization with their expertise 
in NASCAR racing. It was a difficult 
decision for me to leave the Chevrolet 
family. I have been with them since my 
retirement from motorcycle racing both 
in stadium tracks and desert racing, but 
this opportunity with Penske came along 
and I had to make a decision for my 
future and my family. It is just another 
example of divine timing that has fol- 
lowed me throughout my career. I am 
very grateful for the opportunity given 
to me by Chevrolet and the success we 
enjoyed together. It was a painful deci- 
sion for me to make, but I feel I have 
made a positive step forward." 


The promoters of the AMA Grand 
National Championship Dirt Track 
Championship have formed the Grand 
National Unified Promoters Associa- 
tion. Chris Agajanian, the promoter of 
four events on the 1996 AMA Grand 
National schedule, will serve as 
spokesman for the group. According to 
Agajanian, the group has five immediate 
goals: to re-emphasize support of the 
AMA as the sanctioning body of the 
Grand National Series; to recommend 
parity in purse structures, but only 
through negotiations with the AMA; to 
study technical rules and event formats 
with the view of ensuring close competi- 
tion; to assist in further rider develop- 
ment programs to strengthen the series 
and to ensure its future; and to exchange 
promotional ideas. 


Australian road racer Damon Buckmas- 
ter may sit out the 1996 racing season 
after being rejected by the Fast By Fer- 
racci Ducati team, and now the Honda 
Australian Superbike team, reports 
Cycle News correspondent Darryl Flack. 
Buckmaster claims he had a verbal com- 
mitment from team boss Eraldo Ferracci 
to join the team which once boasted for- 
mer two-time World Superbike Champi- 
on Doug Polen, 1994 AMA Superbike 
Champion Troy Corser and two-time 
World Champion Freddie Spencer. 
Buckmaster, 22, was given the shocking 
news after testing against three other 
riders at Daytona International Speed- 
way just prior to Christmas. Buckmaster 
failed to impress the stopwatch. "I was 
given a set of high-profile tires that just 
wouldn't drive or handle on the bank- 
ing, and the other guys got what they 
wanted and know the track really well," 
Buckmaster said. His best time was a 
1:54.2 compared to 1996 signees Larry 
Pegram and Shawn Higbee, who both 
lapped in the mid 52s. “The tires I ran 
just sapped speed from the bike because 
it wouldn't drive up the banking," 
Buckmaster added. According to Buck- 
master, the team's on-board telemetry 
showed that he was quicker through the 
infield than the other riders. Buckmaster 
claims that Ferracci had given him "a 
strong commitment" for 1996 prior to 
the test and he rejected three key offers 
in Australia because he considered Fer- 
racci's offer to be firm. Buckmaster said 
he had not signed a letter of intent, but 
Steve Reeves, who was taking care of 
the deal on Buckmaster's behalf, said he

Quarterley's career comes to a close with four 
championships - the 1988 AMA Battle of the Twins 
title and three AMA Endurance Championships. 
The highlight of the 34-year-old's career came in 
1993 when he finished second in the AMA Super- 
bike National Championship on his Team Mirage 
Kawasaki behind Doug Polen. It was also in 1993 
that an emotional Quarterley won his only AMA 
Superbike National, ironically at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course - the very same race 
track on which he started his professional career with a fifth-place finish 10 years earli- 


er. 


“At this point, I'm done," Quarterley said from his home on Thursday, January 11. 
"I've decided to stop motorcycle racing. I can't make Daytona because of my injuries, 
and if I miss Daytona then it's just not worth it. I've sent the contracts back already." 

Quarterley's Team Mirage Ducati will be ridden in the Daytona 200 by longtime 
friend and rival, Randy Renfrow. After Daytona, "being a team owner or a crew chief 
does interest me, but the team doesn't want to do a season if I don't ride. Right now 


I'm going to focus on my car deal." 


Quarterley has undergone skin graft operations to repair damage to his left foot and 
knee, but his most serious injury is to his hand. The likable New Englander broke three 
metacarpal bones, as well as suffering knuckle and ligament damage to several fingers. 
The bones were pinned after the accident and Quarterley will have surgery to have 


those pins removed in three weeks. 


"This was going to be my last season because I was going to go car racing full time 
in '97," Quarterley said. “This just bumped me up a season. I still want to help with the 
road racing school, do some instructional tapes and other things. I'll definitely stay 


involved." 


Quarterley's absence on the grid for the upcoming Daytona 200 will mark the first 
rbike National he's missed since 1987. "I may have missed a couple of races 
in 1984 and 1985, but I know I haven't missed one since '87," Quarterley said. 

"The only thing I didn't do was win a Superbike Championship, or make any 
money. But making money was always a low priority for me. All I ever wanted to do

Superbike Championship. Winner of the 
1991 500cc All-Japan Championship and 
runner-up in the 1995 Australian Super- 
bike Series, Goddard will be the oldest of 
the front runners. A Suzuki Australia 
spokesman said the deal was signed on 
January 12, and added that Goddard 
will miss the opening two-plus-four 
Australian Championship race on Febru- 
ary 4 because the factory race kit will not 
arrive in time, a delay likely linked with 
Suzuki's Daytona 200 commitments. 
Goddard will also likely compete in the 
Suzuka 8-Hour and other major 
endurance races in 1996.

The AMA responds 


I am writing in response to Dan 
Cather's letter (Issue #50, January 1) in 
Cycle News. Mr. Cather criticizes the use 
of the AMA's resources in support of 
voluntary helmet use and questions the 
tangible benefits of repealing the federal 
penalties placed on states without 
mandatory helmet laws. 

The AMA is first and foremost a 
membership organization. Our position 
in support of voluntary helmet use 
reflects this and has been overwhelming- 
ly supported by our members since the 
issue first arose in the late 1960s. In rep- 
resenting our members, the AMA makes 
no distinction between "bikers" and 
“motorcyclists,” all have an equal voice. 

The AMA position in support of vol- 
untary helmet use is based on a long- 
standing fundamental belief that adults 
should continue to have the right to vol- 
untarily decide when to wear a helmet. 
However, the threat of federal sanctions 
combined with the "social burden" 
argument reduces this issue to one of 
simple dollars and cents. Motorcycling, 
whether helmeted or not, is increasingly 
portrayed as a financial drain on society. 
This same rationale is frequently cited in 
support of other public policy issues 
which are potentially detrimental to 
motorcycling. A "domino theory"? Yes. 
But are you willing to take the chance? 
The AMA is not; we know better. 

In addition to returning the decision 
on mandatory helmet laws to the states, 
repealing the federal penalties has anoth- 
er "tangible" benefit. Approximately 
$200 million was returned to highway 
construction funds in those 25 states that 
refused to be bullied by the federal gov- 
ernment. The use of these funds for high- 
way construction and improvement will 
result in safer roads for all users. Further- 
more, this same piece of legislation pro- 
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vides $30 million in funding over the 
next two years for the National Trails 
Recreation Fund, a "tangible" Mr. Cather 
apparently overlooked. 

The resources used in obtaining these 
two significant victories were well 
spent. States have reasserted their 
authority over transportation issues 
within their borders, all road users ben- 
efit from the restored highway construc- 
tion funds and off-road enthusiasts ben- 
efit from the trails funding. Due to the 
strength, diversity and continued sup- 
port of our membership, the AMA 
played a strong role in all of these suc- 
cesses.

I am writing in response to Robert 
Bourne's letter (Issue #2, January 17) in 
Cycle News. Mr. Bourne asks if AMA 
members have been polled to determine 
their opinions on the use of AMA 
resources in support of voluntary hel- 
met use. The answer is yes. 

Once every two years the AMA Gov- 
ernment Relations Department polls the 
Association's members to assist in set- 
ting our government relations priorities. 
Separate surveys for street and trail 
issues appear in American Motorcyclist, 
which is distributed to all AMA mem- 
bers. The subject of mandatory helmet 
laws appears in the street survey. 

According to the 1994 AMA Road 
Rider survey, 60 percent either oppose or 
strongly oppose mandatory helmet laws 
for all riders and eight percent have no 
opinion. Furthermore, 69 percent favor 
or strongly favor the continued commit- 
ment of AMA resources to preserve vol- 
untary helmet use for adult motorcy- 
clists; 11 percent had no opinion. 

The next AMA Road Rider survey is 
scheduled to appear in the June 1996 
edition of American Motorcyclist maga- 
zine. The Off-Road survey is scheduled 
for May 1996.

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ORLANDO, FL, JAN. 13 
ew faces, new teams, new 
numbers and a new season 
greeted fans at the opening 
round of the AMA Supercross Series in 
Orlando, Florida, but one thing was the 
same as it has been for the last three 
years, as Jeremy McGrath added yet 
another win to his impressive resume. 

McGrath left little doubt in anyone's 
mind that he is - once again - the rider to 
beat in this year's AMA Supercross 
Series, as if there were any doubts in the 
first place. In front of a huge crowd of 
40,963 spectators that filled the Citrus 
Bowl on a bitterly cold night in Central 
Florida, the Team Honda/ 1-800-Col- 
lect/Fox rider romped to victory in typi- 
cal McGrath form and fashion: He blast- 
ed to the front of the pack right off the 
start, battled briefly with Honda of 
Troy's Mike Brown, then pulled out to a 
comfortable lead and cruised to his 30th 
career supercross victory and his third 
straight at Orlando. As he has done so 
many times throughout his illustrious 
career, he made win number 30 look 
easy. 

"This is a big race," said McGrath. 
"]t's always good to win the first one of 
the season. It's a real confidence 
builder." 

McGrath also put to rest any ques- 
tion about his knee that was operated оп 
during the off-season. Despite having to 
miss two weeks of training after the 
incision had become infected, McGrath 
showed no signs of slowing down. "The 
arthroscopic surgery wasn't a big deal 
and the knee is 100 percent," he said. 

While McGrath's win came as no big 
surprise, the two. riders who filled the 
remaining spots on the podium sur- 
prised nearly everyone. 

To most people, the number “13” 
means bad luck, but for privateer Phil 
Lawrence of the Great Western Race 
Team, it means quite the opposite. Like 
former supercross champ Rick Johnson 
did back in 1989, Lawrence chose to 
keep the “unlucky” number that was 
assigned to him for the '96 season. His 
luck should have been doubly bad Sat- 
urday night, since the date of the Orlan- 
do Supercross fell on the 13th, but 
instead, Lawrence looked superstition in 
the eye and turned in what was 





undoubtedly the best ride of his career 
and, for it, was rewarded with a hard- 
fought and well-deserved second-place 
finish. His previous best SX finish was a 
fourth. 

“I guess I'm tired of getting shoved 
around,” said a jubilant Lawrence. “I 
know I have the speed and the talent to 
hang with those guys, but something 
always seems to happen. I’ve had more 
confidence lately and I’m not going to 
let anyone shove me around anymore.” 

Lawrence didn't just “luck” into sec- 
ond place, either. Lawrence, riding his 
team's all-white Kawasaki, completed 
the first lap of the feature in fifth place 
and clawed and scratched his way into 
second place after passing Honda of 
Troy's Mike Craig, Brown and Team 
Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw. The Cali- 
fornian moved into second place on the 
eighth lap and would go on to finish 
there just inches ahead of Bradshaw, 
another rider who placed much higher 
than most people had expected. 

Bradshaw started off in third and ran 
second for a few laps before coming up 
short over a triple, which gave 
Lawrence just enough room to squeeze 
by him. Bradshaw held his ground and 
pressured Lawrence to the finish but 
could never make the pass. In what was 
his first supercross race since 1993, this 
was Bradshaw's most impressive ride 
since coming out of retirement last May. 

"I' m happy," said Bradshaw, who 
qualified for the main event via a fifth- 
place finish in the semi, “(and), yes, I’m 
a little surprised to finish on the podi- 
um. Mainly because I hadn't had a good 
start all night, and third place is the best 
I've ever done here (at Orlando). I felt 
really good, my body is 100 percent and 
this really boosts my confidence." 

And what about Team Suzuki's 
newest member Mike LaRocco, Honda's 
Steve Lamson and Kawasaki's Damon 
Huffman, Ryan Hughes and Jeff Emig? 
None of these recently much-talked- 
about factory-backed racers got the start 
they had hoped for. Instead, they spent 
the entire race making up for their poor 
getaways. LaRocco, who rounded the 
first lap in ninth, ran into more prob- 
lems on the fourth lap while eyeing 
Team Suzuki's Ezra Lusk for fifth. 
LaRocco lost the front end of his Suzuki 
in a tight right-hand turn and suddenly 
found himself in 14th. By the end of the 
20-lap race, LaRocco had climbed back 
up to fifth, one spot behind two-time 
West Coast 125cc SX Champion Damon 
Huffman, who got off to a 10th-place 
start, two spots behind teammate Hugh- 
es. After moving up to sixth, Hughes 
eventually tangled with Craig, an inci- 
dent that would later result in an off- 
the-track brawl involving a number of 
riders and mechanics moments after the 
race. Hughes would end up eighth with 
a bent motorcycle. 

Emig failed to live up to his high 
expectations on the night, simply say- 
ing, ^I just didn't feel too well tonight." 
The new Team Kawasaki member fin- 
ished ninth and was never a factor 





among the leaders. "For some reason, I 
was really nervous today and just felt 
tight. But I’ve always been a slow 
starter, and I know things will come 
together." 

Not only did Bradshaw give Team 
Yamaha an encouraging performance, 
but so did 17-year-old Kevin Windham, 
who competed in the 250cc class for the 
first time. Windham, whose primary 
concern will be the West Coast 125cc 
Series which gets under way at the Ana- 
heim Supercross, January 27, proved he 
can mix it up with the best of them on a 
250. Windham started off the race way 
back in 16th place but picked off riders 
one by one until he had a lock on sev- 
enth place, finishing right on Craig's 
shirttails. 

^] started off a little slow but put on a 
charge halfway through," Windham 
said. "I felt better towards the end." 

Honda of Troy's Brian Swink round- 
ed out the top 10 after a 17th-place start. 
Team Honda's Steve Lamson was one of 
many riders who complained of arm 
pump-up. The 125cc outdoor National 
MX Champion couldn't make amends 
for a poor start and finished a disap- 
pointing 11th. Kyle Lewis, the now sole 
member of Team Noleen, finished 12th, 
while early leader Mike Brown faded all 
the way back to 13th, he too complain- 
ing of arm pump. Larry Brooks, team 
manager /rider of the new Chaparral 
racing team, took 14th ahead of last 
year's series runner-up Larry Ward. 
Ward, one of Honda of Troy's newest 
recruits, was another rider stricken by 
the dreaded arm pump. “I just pumped 
up,” he said. "We adjusted the rear sus- 
pension too stiff for this track, and it just 
beat my arms and I couldn't hold on. 
Other than that, I love the bike, the 
power and the way it feels. Overall, I 
can't get too bummed. I'll be back." 

Ward finished just ahead of Team 
Suzuki's Ezra Lusk who had a promis- 
ing seventh-place start. But his ride 
started going downhill when he fell 
over all alone in a turn early on and just 
could never get his rhythm back. Denny 
Stephenson, a longtime Suzuki rider- 
turned Kawasaki rider finished 17th, 
just ahead of his Great Western team- 
mate Buddy Antunez. Yamaha rider 
Gene Naumec went home in 19th, while 
Jimmy Button, now competing on the 
newly formed Xtreme/P]-1/ Atomic 
22/Burnsville Yamaha team, officially 
finished last after crashing hard on the 
first lap. Button was slow to his feet 
before climbing back on his bike and 
riding to the pits, where he called it a 
night. 

In the 125cc East Coast feature, there 
were plenty of surprises as well, but 
none of which had anything to with 
defending champ Mickael Pichon win- 
ning. The team SplitFire/Pro- 
Circuit/Kawasaki team rider was 
untouchable, leading from start to fin- 
ish, unscathed. 

"This is a nice win," said the French- 
man. "What could be better than this? 
New bike, new truck (referring to the

team's new and bigger semi truck), win- 
ning the first race and carrying the num- 
ber-one plate. I felt very strong, I didn't 
get tired at all, and the bike is so good. 
I'm really happy." 

Finishing a distant second was Team 
Yamaha's John Dowd, who perhaps had 
the ride of the night after getting off to a 
10th-place start and working his way 
into second four laps from the end. He 
proved to many doubters that a 30-year- 
old MXer сап гасе а 125 competitively. 

"I was nervous today because I really 
didn't know what to expect," said 
Dowd, who was all smiles after the race. 
“I got a bad start but that seemed to 
help me relax. I don't know what it is, 
but I really seem to do well on 125s." 

The large crowd had high hopes for 
Florida's own Tim Ferry. Last year's 
Orlando 125cc winner, Ferry finished a 
close second to Pichon in an earlier heat 
race but could finish no higher than 
third in the 15-lap feature. At one point 
in the race, Ferry was within striking 
distance of Pichon but suddenly fell, 
which all but ended his chance for the 
all-important opening-round win. Ferry 
was soon back in second, but Pichon 
was long gone. Later in the race, though, 
Ferry was defenseless against the 
advancing Dowd and surrendered third 
to the Yamaha pilot. 

Rounding out the top five in the race 
were Suzuki riders Nathan Ramsey and 
Barry Carsten. 

Perhaps the biggest disappointment 
of the night involved Team Suzuki's 
Greg Albertyn, the two-time World 
250cc MX World Champion from South 
Africa. After having just recuperated 
from a broken wrist that required recon- 
structive surgery, Albertyn crashed in a 








long section of whoops that stretched 
from one end of the stadium to the other 
in a semi race and dislocated his right 
shoulder. The incident was remarkably 
similar to that of last year's Orlando 
Supercross where he dislocated the 
same shoulder in the same semi race. 
And, just like last year, Albertyn walked 
off the track holding his injured arm 
over his head.

Ward proved that his reputation as a 
good starter wouldn't change after 
switching teams, as he outgunned 
everyone to the first turn in the first 
250cc heat race. Unfortunately, Ward 
carried way too much speed into the 
turn and drifted wide, letting Team 
Chaparral's Brooks, Lawrence and Huff- 
man all dive underneath him. Brooks 
led for a lap before Lawrence took over. 

Ward soon moved into second after 
passing Brooks and would chase 
Lawrence for the next four laps, but to 
no avail. Huffman, meanwhile, took 
over third and was beginning to chal- 
lenge Ward, who eventually succumbed 
to Huffman's persistence. A lap later, 
Huffman squared off a tight right-hand 
turn and squeezed by Lawrence and 
moved into the lead. Huffman cruised 
from then on, winning the first 250cc 
heat race of the year. LaRocco, who had 
gotten off to one of his typical midpack 
starts, spent the entire race working his 
way up through the pack. He finally 
zapped Lawrence on the last lap, mak- 
ing the final finishing order Huffman, 
LaRocco, Lawrence and Ward. 

Those who failed to transfer included 
such notables as Emig, Craig and 
Brooks, who crashed back to 12th. 
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The second heat race saw McGrath 
and Lamson go at it for a while. Lamson 
actually passed McGrath for the lead on 
the first lap but could not hold back the 
defending champ for long. McGrath 
took control of the lead on the second 
go-around and was never challenged 
the rest of the race, while Lamson 
cruised all alone in second to the finish. 
Lusk looked to have third place in the 
bag until Hughes zapped him on the 
last lap. Finishing one spot out of a 
transfer position in fifth was Albertyn, 
followed by Swink, Bradshaw, Brown 
and Windham. 

Honda of Houston's Jeff Dement led 
the start of the first 250cc semi but 
crashed before the first lap was complet- 
ed. Craig was the beneficiary of 
Dement's fall and suddenly found him- 
self with a big lead, followed by Great 
Western's Denny Stephenson, Brooks 
and Lewis, who would later get passed 
by BSY Racing's Gene Naumec. Mired 
in the middle of the pack was Emig. 

Craig opened up a commanding 
lead over Stephenson, while Brooks 
crashed out of the picture, handing 
Naumec third. Emig, however, was the 
rider to watch as he steadily climbed 
through the pack, eventually taking 
over third place from Naumec, who 
was also later repassed by Lewis. 
Stephenson was Emig's next victim, 
making the final finishing order Craig, 
Emig, Stephenson, Lewis and Naumec, 
all of whom transferred to the main 
event. 

The second semi was easily handled 
by Brown. He led from start to finish, 
while Windham edged out Swink for 
second. Finishing fourth and fifth were 
Button and Bradshaw, respectively. 
Albertyn was running second before 
crashing in the whoops and injuring his 
shoulder on the second lap. 

Brooks scored.a wire-to-wire victory 
in the Last Chance Qualifier, where only 
the top two riders transfer to the main 
event. Shaun Kalos of the Xtreme team 
looked to have second place all to his 
own until crashing, handing Antunez 
the last ticket to the show.

McGrath powered his Skip Norfolk- 
tuned Honda into the lead at the start of 
the 20-lap final, but Brown wanted to 
give McGrath at least a little bit of a 
race. He challenged McGrath down the 
first straight and actually passed the 
number-one plate holder going into the 
next turn, but McGrath quickly retaliat- 
ed on the next lap. Brown hung close to 
McGrath for a while, but he - along with 
everyone else - just couldn't match 
McGrath’s ever-increasing pace. Brown 
rode well, hanging on to second place 
for five laps before beginning his slide 
backward through the pack. 

"I had never been out in front before 
like this, and I just didn't know what to 
do," admitted Brown. "I kept thinking, 
‘What am I doing up here?’ It was all in 
my head. I tried not making any mis- 
takes, but I just kept making more mis- 
takes. I beat myself, but now I know 
what it's like running up there, so it was 








a learning experience. 111 know what to 
do next time." 

Brown finished 13th. 

Craig held down third for a while, 
ahead of Lawrence and Bradshaw, who 
were trading places back and forth. 
Bradshaw and Lawrence soon got 
around Brown, then Craig, making the 
top five after seven laps McGrath, Brad- 
shaw, Lawrence, Craig and Hughes. 

By now, McGrath had opened up a 
big lead, while Bradshaw and Lawrence 
continued their battle for second. 
Lawrence eventually saw his chance 
and pounced when Bradshaw bobbled 
over a triple jump. He got out of shape 
approaching the jump and rather than 
risk coming up short over the triples, 
Bradshaw doubled the jumps while 
Lawrence tripled by him. Bradshaw 
stayed close to Lawrence for the rest of 
the race but could never make a serious 
pass тест m 

^I was hoping Phil was going to get 
tired, because I was getting a little 
ragged,” said Bradshaw. “I still need to 
get a little stronger, but I feel I’m on the 
right track." 

By the halfway point, Huffman was 
the rider to watch as he started to pres- 
sure his teammate Hughes for fifth. 
They mixed it up for a while until Huff- 
man made a clean pass on his longtime 
rival. Huffman then set his sights on 


Craig and picked him off two laps later. 
He then closed in on Bradshaw and 
nearly passed him on the last lap. 

“I'm happy, for sure,” said Huffman. 
“I wanted to finish in the top five, and I 
was a little nervous at the beginning. I 
didn’t make any big mistakes, and once 
I got by Ryan, I really loosened up.” 

Things heated up between Craig and 
Hughes late in the race. While dicing for 
fifth, the two riders collided in the turn, 
sending both riders sprawling. 

“Craig took me out,” said Hughes. 
“I was in the corner, he just killed me. 
It (the crash) bent my front brake disc 
and the axle. The front wheel barely 
turns.” 

Craig blamed Hughes for the get- 
together. “I was on the inside and he 
was on the outside,” said Craig. “I had 
the pass, and the line I was in comes 
together with the outside line. He saw 
me and just held it wide open right into 








the back of me. He should’ve backed off. 
I bet he had his eyes closed.” 

After the race, tempers flared. While 
riding back into the pits from the track, 
an all-out brawl developed when Hugh- 
es rode by Craig and bopped him on the 
back of the helmet with his hand. 

“He got me pretty good, so I grabbed 
a couple of gears and ghost rode my 
bike into him,” said Craig. “After all, he 
did it to me on the track.” 

Hughes’ mechanic Wyatt Seals saw 
the incident and tackled Craig to the 
ground, and the two traded punches. 
Swink, seeing his teammate pinned, 
jumped in, as did Huffman’s mechanic 
Brian Lunniss and Swink's mechanic 
Marshal Plumb. "Pit boards were fly- 
ing," said one witness. 

The brawl ended as quickly as it 
started, and everyone retired to the pits. 

"The magazines will have a field day 
with this," joked Craig. 

“I just want to apologize to the fans 
who saw it and to Kawasaki," said 
Seals. "I feel bad; I'm not proud of what 
I did, but I just couldn't let that happen 
to my rider." 

The crash dropped Hughes back to 
eighth at the finish, while Craig 
dropped to sixth behind LaRocco. 

Emig and Swink rounded out the top 
10. _ 
“I'm still motivated to win,” said 
McGrath afterwards. "It helps to win 
the first race because it tells you you're 
going to have a pretty good season." 

As for the track, McGrath said, "It 
wasn't that difficult. The jumps were 
easy and everyone could do them. That 
makes it harder to pull away, but it does 
make racing tighter." 


125cc 


John Dowd blasted out of the gate at 
the start of the first 125cc heat race but 
carried too much speed into the first 
turn and plowed into the outside hay 
bales. Kawasaki Team Green's Shaun 
Perolio moved into the lead ahead of 
Suzuki of Winston-Salem's Nathan 
Ramsey, F&S Suzuki's Davey Yezek and 
Bromley Cycle's Barry Carsten. Perolio 
led for the next three laps until both 
Yezek and Carsten passed him, then 
Ramsey. Yezek went on to win, fol- 
lowed by Carsten, Ramsey and Perolio. 

Dowd ended up 11th. 

The second heat race featured both 
Ferry and Pichon, and, as expected, the 
two battled from start to finish. Ferry 
led most of the way until getting passed 
by the defending champ on the last lap. 
Team Chaparral's Brian Deegan, riding 
a Honda, finished third followed by 
Rossini Racing's Tommy Clowers. 

Dowd came back and easily won the 
LCQ, followed by Suzuki Sports’ Scott 
Sheak, Fun Center's Joel Dengler and 
Montgomeryville Cycle's David Kratz. 

Pichon blew out of the gate and into 
the lead at the start of the 125cc final just 
ahead of Xtreme Team's Cory Keeney, 
Carsten and Perolio. Back in seventh 
was Ferry, much of which had to do 
with him getting a poor pick on the 
starting line. Ferry was late to the stag- 
ing area before the race and, as a result, 
had to line up on the far outside. By the 
time Ferry had worked his way into sec- 
ond - on the third lap - Pichon was 
already long gone. Again, buried in the 
back of the pack was Dowd. 

^I just didn't know what gear to start 
in - first or second," said Dowd of his 
poor start. ^I tried both earlier and nei- 
ther seemed to work. I just couldn't get 
out of the gate." 

By the seventh lap, Pichon had built 
up a 10-second lead over Ferry, who also 
had pulled clear of the tight battle involv- 
ing Carsten and Ramsey for third, while 
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SUPERCROSS 


Keeney kept a 

close eye on 

them in fifth. Sud- 

denly, Ferry washed out in a turn, and 

both Carsten and Ramsey motored by, 

but Ferry quickly recovered and passed 

them both right back. The crash ended 
any chance he had of catching Pichon. 

Dowd had climbed up through the 
pack, passed Ramsey and Carsten, then 
closed in on Ferry with four laps to go. 
Dowd wasted little time in getting 
around the Suzuki rider and took con- 
trol of second place. 

Pichon took the checkered flag with 
plenty of room to spare over Dowd and 
Ferry. Ramsey came out on top of his 
race-long dice with Carsten. Sheak 
climbed from 13th to sixth, while Dee- 
gan, Jeff Curry, Jim Neese and Anthony 
Pocorobba rounded out the top 10. 

Earlier heat-race winner Davey 
Yezek crashed on the first lap but 
rebounded by finishing 11th. 

Pichon was pleased with his win. 
"Everything just worked out so well 
tonight," he said. "Last year I only got 
one holeshot all year, but tonight I got 
two. The bike is so good. I didn't really 
like the track, tonight. It was too fast, 
too easy. I like more technical tracks, but 
if you can win on tracks you don't like, 
that's very good." єм

For his first win of the season. Jeremy 
McGrath earned a $5000 share of the $30,200 
250cc-class purse. Runner-up Phil Lawrence 
went home $3500 richer, and third-placed 
Damon Bradshaw was awarded $2000. East- 
ern Regiorial 125cc-class winner Mickael 
Pichon took home $2000 of the $10,200 
125cc-class purse. 


Team Kawasaki debuted a shocking new 
look at Orlando, as the factory KX250s.ridden 
by Jeff Emig, Damon Huffman and Ryan 
Hughes were fluorescent green. The fend 
ers; radiator shrouds and frames were of the 
bright new color, while the seat covers remained 
purple. The new look brings to memory the 1992 
season, when Team Honda unveiled their fluo- 
rescent red CRs. The new Kawasakis look spec- 
tacular, making the stock lime-green color look 
drab in comparison. Oddly enough, there were 
no stock-looking Kawasakis in the 250cc-class 
main, as the KX250s ridden by the Great West- 
ern team of Phil Lawrence, Buddy 
Antunez and Denny Stephenson were 
white and blue. 





And speaking of the newly formed Great 
Western Race Team, the Jim Castillo- 
owned team was quite successful in its first-out- 
ing. Though David Castillo failed to make the 
main event, finishing 15th in the last chance 
qualifier, the three more-experienced team mem- 
bers did quite well with second-placed Phil 
Lawrence being the standout performer. Mak- 
ing Lawrence's performance even more impres- 
sive is the fact that the Kawasaki KX250 he 
.competed aboard boasted a bone-stock 
motor. Lawrence used a Pro Circuit pipe and 
silencer; Apparently, Lawrence tested several 
modified engines, but preferred the stocker. 


Immediately following the 250cc-class main 
event, talk was heard that runner-up Phil 
Lawrence would be ineligible for the Kawasaki 
Team Green Contingency because his machine 
failed to have any green bodywork or Kawasaki 
| logos. Team owner Jim Castillo, however, laid 
those'rumors to rest. "We talked to Team 
Green's Mark Johnson right after the race, and 
he said that Phil would still be paid," said Castil- 
lo. “We don't have the bikes completely done 
up as they should be yet - we're shooting for 
Anaheim. We're going to get some green оп 
there somehow." Castillo. said that the bike 
would have differently shaped radiator shrouds 
that gave à full-coverage look. Lawrence will be 
paid $6000. in contingency by Team Green - a 
full $1000 more than McGrath's: winning share 





of the purse. Of course McGrath took home his 
share in contingencies and bonuses. from 
Honda, as well. 


Team Yamaha's Kevin Windham made his 
250cc-class debut at Orlando arid was happy to 
finish inside the top 10 in his first try. "Every- 
thing is easier to jump on a 250 because of the 
power," said. Windham, who crossed the finish 
line seventh. "I was a little tight in practice and 
in my heat race, but | loosened up in the main. I'll 
be racing the 250 at all of the rounds that aren't 
125cc West races." After watching his elder 
teammate John Dowd turn in an impressive 
second-place finish in the 125cc Eastern Region- 
al main, Windham excitedly declared, "Next 
week in Minneapolis (an Eást/West combined 
race), me and JD are gonna team up and work 
together,” 


After spending the 1995 season abroad and fin- 
ishing fifth in the 125cc World MX Champi 
onship Series, Arizona's Jimmy Button 
jumped at the chance to sign with the recently 
formed Xtreme/PJ1/Atomic 
22/Burnsville Yamaha Team. “| hated it in 
Europe, and | definitely didn't want to go back,” 
said Button. "This deal came together 12 days 
before this race. | realized that | had to stay in 
America when | finished in the top five at most 
of the off-season supercross races. Why should 
1 be racing GPs when | can be competitive in 
American Supercross? It would. have been stu- 
pid." Button crashed on the first lap of the 
250cc main and returned to the pits. 


Every member of the Honda of Troy team - 
Larry Ward. Mike Craig. Mike Brown and 
Brian Swink - had hybrid exhaust pipes fitted 
on their Honda CR250s. All of the pipes fea- 
tured stock headers with Pro Circuit-built cones 
on top. Pro Circuit silencers were.used. "We 
tested a lot of different combinations," said 
Team Manager Erik Kehoe, "but the stock 
header pipe was the best. " 


Several of the race teams - factory and privateer 
- debuted new race rigs at Orlando. Team 
Kawasaki had the largest. as their new trailer 
boasted three axles. According to team manager 
Roy Turner, the three-axle design provides more 
interior spate. At the bottom of the steps was a 
sign warning riders, “No boots in the lounge.” 
“Yeah, that will last about two months,” joked 
Ryan Hughes as he removed his ‘boots before 
entering. 


Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki 
replaced their old fifth-wheel trailer with Kawasa- 
ki's old factory semi, and Honda of Troy 
ditched their numerous box vans in favor of a 
new semi as well. Several new: privateer teams 
had fifth-wheel trailers, including the

Before the start of the program, a tribute was 
held in memory of Kawasaki Team Green's J.D. 
Collins, a 19-year-old racer who was killed in à 
crash at Ocala MX Park the previous weekend 


In the off-season, Ryan Hughes enlisted the 
help of "Professor" Gary Bailey. "Every 
other professional sport ‘seems to have coach- 
es, so why shouldn't motocross racers?” said 
Hughes. “It's not that | wanted Gary to change 
my riding style - and not that he could if he want- 
ed to - 1 just needed some help fine tuning my 
technique. | feel that Гуе improved, it's just 
gonna.take some time to do everything that he's 
taught me." 


In the Eastern Regional 125cc main event, it 
looked as if one racer was competing in his 
street clothes. Former Team NCY rider Tommy 
Clowers took to the track in a set of snow- 
board gear, which consisted of à nylon jacket 
and baggy pants. 


Approximately halfway through the 250cc-class 
main event, plastic and wood began to show 
through the dirt in a deep rut following the finish- 
line jump: 


Before the start of the 250cc-class main. 
Damon Bradshaw commented that it was his 
goal to "be in the race... A podium finish at 
every round is my goal, but we'll have to see;" 
said Bradshaw. When asked if it was good to be 
back. Bradshaw smiled and replied, “Oh yeah, 
it's a lot of fun. l've been riding. at the Yamaha 
supercross track quite a bit, and in comparison, 
this track is easy." 


Former 250 and 500cc National Champion 
Mike LaRocco declared that he was up to 
speed, in spite of the time off he needed to 
rehabilitate his injured left knee. "With braces 
on, I'd say I'm at 100 percent," said LaRocco. 
"Ideally, I'd like to be to’ the point where | could 
be 100 percent without braces, but I'll never 
race again without them on." Although LaRocco 
injured only his left knee, he wore a brace on his 
right leg as well. "I don't want to go through that 
hell again, no way," he said. 


Team Honda of Troy owner Phil Alderton was 
a picture of relief at Orlando, as the first race 
had finally arrived and his tear was complete. 
“The last few weeks have been really hectic,” 
he said. "Getting the new semi, the bikes and 


the gear all ready was unbelievably stressful." 
When asked if he ever imagined his team being 
as large and as powerful as it is now, Alderton 
replied, “Back in 1993 when | sponsored. Erik 
Kehoe, that was a dream come true. But the 
team | have now; well: it's pretty incredible.” 


Former factory Honda mechanic Dan Betley 
joined the Honda of Troy squadron and will serve 
as the team's senior technician. “Basically, | will 
oversee all of the mechanical stuff and take care 
of the team's suspension," said Betley, who 
tuned: for Jeff Stanton for several years before 
declaring burnout and retiring.. "1 got really tired 
of. all the travel and had to quit back in 1993. | 
moved to Idaho and opened up a Snap-On Tools 
franchise, but | found out that I'm no salesman - | 
need to work with my hands. l'm actually excited 
about the travel again - the stress level dealing 
with a team isn't as high as it was working for 
just a single rider." 


New Team Yamaha member Doug Henry was 
on hand as a spectator at Orlando. “I'd say that 
I'm about B5 to 90 percent right now,” said 
Henry. who was seriously injured in a crash 
towards the end of the 1995 season. "My back 
doesn't bother me at all. anymore, |'m just wait- 
ing to get a.doctor's release. l'm hoping to be 
able to гасе by the Atlanta Supercross.” 
Because he will miss several supercrosses, 
Henry will focus his sights-on the upcoming 
250cc National Championship Series. "I think | 
сап win the outdoor title,” he said. "I won't be 
100 percent by Gainesville, but then again - no 
one else will be either.” 


Though Jeremy McGrath scored yet another 
runaway win in the 250cc main, the hardest 
charger in the field had to have been Kawasaki's 
Damon Huffman. The rookie started poorly 
and set a blazing pace as he raced up to fourth, 
and turned in sorne of the evening's fastest trips 
through the whoops along the way. On average, 
McGrath required 7.53 seconds to negotiate the 
extra-long whoop section, but Huffman repeat- 
edly tackled the obstacle in 7.20 seconds. 
Though he missed the podium, Huffman was 
happy with his performance. “I'm pumped with 
fourth,” he said. “I felt really fast towards the 
end of the-race. | just need to get a better start 
next week.” 


John Dowd was equally pleased with his run- 
ner-up finish in the Eastern Regional 125cc main. 
"| can actually get sideways on a 125!" joked 
the 30-year-old, who is hardly known for his aeri- 
al acrobatic abilities. “1 don't recognize most of 
the guys l'm racing against, but it's still tough. 
Riding a 125 is harder in some areas, but easier 
in others, so | guess it evens out. | heed the 
most work on my starts. | never know whether 
to use first or second gear."

frames. Factory Effex graphics and a compliment- 
ing MXA seat cover rounded out the cosmetic 
package. 

On the opposite end of the spectrum were the 
works Honda CR250s ridden by Jeremy McGrath 
and Steve Lamson. Though the bikes were the talk 
of the pits in '95, the mildly modified graphic and 
color scheme drew few stares. A white rear fender 
and fork guards and 100% Foreground graphics 
completed the visual changes. 

The factory Yamahas raced by Damon Brad- 
shaw, John Dowd and Kevin Windham looked the 
closest to stock, as their dark-blue and white bikes 
look similar to what they raced last year. A dark- 
blue front fender and Yamaha YZR graphics are all 
that has changed in the looks department.

s always, electricity filled the air at 
the opening round of the 1996 
AMA Supercross Series, held at 
Orlando, Florida’s Citrus Bowl. 
A trip through the pits 
revealed many things - new 
teams, bikes, riding gear and 
rider/mechanic combinations - and several hours 
were needed to soak it all in. 

Five years ago most of the machines in the pits at 
least resembled those on the dealership floors, but the 
hottest trend nowadays seems to be altering the cos- 
metic appearance of each motorcycle. The factory 
Kawasaki team was the last hold out, and traditional- 
ly kept stock-looking graphics on their race bikes, but 
they have thrown that strategy out the window in a 
big way in ‘96. Undoubtedly the most shocking of 
any of the race bikes, the KX250s ridden by Damon 
Huffman, Jeff Emig and Ryan Hughes featured

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A white front fender and radiator shrouds, and 
black fork guards and rear fender complete the 
ensemble. 

The factory KTM ridden by Kevin Crine boast- 
ed K-Style graphics which were, in fact, different 
than stock, but the Austrian machines still had a 
rather stock appearance. 

Two privateer teams were parked in the main 
pit area - the Xtreme/PJ1/ Atomic 22/Burnsville 
Yamaha squad, and the Chaparral team. The 
Xtreme Yamahas ridden by Jimmy Button, Cory 
Keeney, Shaun Kalos and Alex McElyea use stock 
plastic, but have black and fluorescent-yellow 
graphics. Button says that the team plans to have 
black fuel tanks and radiator shrouds in the future. 

The Chaparral squad use three different brands 
- Larry Brooks races a Yamaha, Brian Deegan rides 
a Honda and Greg Schnell will compete aboard 
Suzukis on the West Coast 125cc Series. All three 
machines will use all-white plastic, and red, yel- 
low and white Pro's Choice graphics. 

Here's a look at the machines themselves, as 
well as the “Big Four" factory teams. су

Ferry and Ezra Lusk boast an almost all-yellow 
color scheme. The stock white front number plate 
and purple radiator shrouds have been replaced by 
yellow pieces, and black, yellow and white N-Style 
graphics and seat covers complete the look. 

Joining Team Kawasaki in the radical end of the 
spectrum is Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ Kawasaki. 
Mickael Pichon’s KX125 was a work of art to some, 
but an eyesore to others. A fluorescent-green rear 
fender, side panels and frame were mated with a 
chrome front fender and radiator shrouds. Throttle 
Jockey graphics and a color-coordinated MXA seat 
cover tied the two “colors” together, while black 
anodized rims gave the bike a unique appearance. 

The Honda of Troy bikes drew a lot of attention, 
as the machines that Larry Ward, Brian Swink, Mike 
Brown and Mike Craig raced had a much bolder 
look for “96. While last year's HoT bikes were rather 
plain, this year’s machines feature a red, white and 
black color scheme that includes the Honda of Troy 
Dragon. The N-Style graphics are mated to a new- 
style N-Style seat, which actually has side panels 
made of the same type of vinyl used for the radiator 
shroud graphics. The 40mm vinyl cover has subli- 
mated graphics that tie in with the rest of the bike.

the shadows and into the darkness. 

For the previous three years he'd 
been branded, fairly or not, as the sec- 
ond rider on the dominant Fast by Fer- 
racci team. In 1993 he watched team- 
mate Doug Polen follow his two 
Superbike World championships with 
an AMA title, and in 1994 it was Aussie 
import Troy Corser who quickly made 
himself the man to beat, not just on the 
team, but in the series. The 1994 season 
was good to Picotte. He won his first 
AMA Superbike National, backing it up 
with a win the following week en route 
to a fourth-place finish in the champi- 
onship, his best showing ever. 

Yet when Picotte left the Ferracci 
family for the Muzzy Kawasaki team at 
the end of 1994, he did so with a small 
amount of bitterness, not certain he was 
getting all the support he deserved. 
Now was the time, he thought, to at 


J n 1995 Pascal Picotte stepped out of 





least be treated as an equal among rid- 
ers. Looking back, he realizes that the 
move was a mistake and for 1996 he’s 
determined to start anew, yet again, this 
time with the Yoshimura Suzuki squad 
on the all-new GSXR750-T. 

"Two years in a row they (Suzuki) 
wanted to hire me," Picotte said. "Last 
year they tried, but the deal was a little 
bit better with Kawasaki. And I also 
didn't really believe in their bike last 
year. I don't think they had, as far as I’m 
concerned, the best bike. So I said, ‘I’m 
going to go to Kawasaki and if I'm real- 
ly satisfied ГЇЇ stay there for a couple of 
years.” 

Satisfaction, however, would not be 
achieved, nor even approached. He 
started off well, qualifying fifth for the 
Daytona 200, behind four World Super- 
bike regulars - first “American,” the 25- 
year-old French-Canadian says. But he 
had a silly spill in the 600cc Supersport

race, hitting the guardrail in the West 
End Horseshoe hard enough to break 
his collarbone and take him out of the 
weekend and into surgery. 

Two weeks after the surgery, with a 
pin holding the collarbone together, the 
resilient Picotte, whose fitness has visi- 
bly improved with each passing season, 
qualified on the pole for the Pomona 
Superbike National, led for seven laps, 
and, despite a late race dust-up with a 
back marker, finished third. 

Then came Laguna Seca where a cou- 
ple of practice crashes de-tuned him to a 
10th-place finish, better than he would 
do in the next race at Mid-Ohio. In that 
meet, the fourth of the year, he broke a 
transmission and missed most of quali- 
fying. Then, in the race, he finished 
minus two sprocket bolts and with four 
others loose. On top of that, he Had an 
axle loosen in the 600cc race. 

In addition to his technical troubles, 
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his collarbone problems flared up as a 
result of a crash he'd had in the 600cc 
Supersport race at the German round of 
the Superbike World Championship at 
Hockenheim prior to Mid-Ohio. 

Soon after Mid-Ohio, the Muzzy 
Kawasaki team had bigger problems 
which Picotte feels ultimately affected 
their AMA effort. Scott Russell, who 
was suffering through his worst World 
Superbike Championship ever, defected 
to the Lucky Strike Suzuki 500cc GP 
team. 

"Rob (Muzzy) kind of dumped us 
midseason because Scott (Russell) went 
away. I understand that, but, still, T 
looked bad. Everybody looked bad on 
Kawasaki from midseason to the end 
almost, until (former Russell mechanic) 
Gary Medley started working for me, so 
it was better," Picotte says. ^Still, I don't 
think we were on really the right equip- 
ment. 

“I didn't really feel last year that all 
the team and all the mechanics, every- 
body was really behind me. The 
mechanic did the best he could, but the 
team owner wasn't there at all - even 
Kawasaki." 

Picotte said that as the season wore 
on, the support didn't improve to the 
extent that it did for the World Super- 
bike team. They were forced to impro- 
vise. 

“We did the best we could do with 
the equipment we had. It was a major 
difference between our bike and Antho- 
ny's (Gobert) bike. He started using the 
‘96 engine with the gear drive. That 
made a major difference. The '95 stuff 
wasn't really good, so we went back to 
'94 and some of the '93 specs at the end 
of the season with Gary. That's why we 
went better." 

Picotte felt his fortunes would 
improve when Medley joined the AMA 
series, and they did, but the support 
wasn't there and the mechanical prob- 
lems continued. 

“We had a problem with spring 
valves. About three or four weeks in a 
row we broke pretty much all the spring 
valves," Picotte says. "We were really 
down on power. Like Elkhart Lake,.I 
wasn't able to pull sixth gear." 

At the next race in Loudon he lost a 
cylinder and dropped out. Then, on the 
ultra-fast Brainerd circuit, there were 
more valve-spring problems, overheat- 
ing, and tire difficulties. 

The team rebounded at the swelter- 
ing Gateway National, qualifying sec- 
ond and finishing third after having led 
the race. Then came his second pole 
position of the year, at Sears Point. But 
the race would expose more transmis- 
sion gremlins - this time false neutrals - 
but a clever ride to overtake Yoshimura 











Suzuki's Fred Merkel at the line would 
net him fourth place. He nearly won the 
600cc Supersport race at Sears, only to 
get outfoxed by Smokin' Joe's Honda's 
Miguel DuHamel on what would turn 
out to be the final lap of the red-flagged 
race. 

He ended the season in the same 
position in which he ended the champi- 
onship, sixth place, this time at Firebird 
Raceway outside of Phoenix. In the 
600cc Supersport Championship he was 
sixth, despite never having much faith 
in the front end of the Kawasaki ZX-6. 

"The first time I saw that bike there 
was something wrong with the forks. 
We tried a couple of things in Laguna 
during testing, and since that testing we 
never really fixed that thing," Picotte 
says. 

At Laguna Seca he told the team he 
could do 1:33 flat with the setup, but the 
pole position would be in the 32s and he 
couldn't go any faster. “If I try to do 32 
I'm going to crash," Picotte told the 
team. “I did 32.9 and I crashed. I knew 
where the limit was. If you don't have a 
good feeling in the front end, it's tough 
mentally." 

By the time the final race rolled 
around, Picotte's future was deter- 
mined. The night before the Firebird 
Raceway National he'd signed with 
Suzuki for 1996. His teammate was to be 
Fred Merkel, until Merkel was seriously 
injured at Firebird and was forced to 
retire. 

Even so, Merkel finished the season 
in fourth place on a machine that few 
thought capable of keeping pace with 
the more modern machinery when the 
year started. With the promise of a new 
machine, Picotte was ready for the 
move, though Suzuki wasn't his only 
option. 

“I was close to signing with Eraldo 
(Ferracci)," he says. "I had a really good 
experience with Eraldo. It was like a lit- 
tle family. He was like a dad to me. The 
problem with Eraldo wasn't him, it was 
Italy. They really didn't believe in me 
because I had such bad luck. I broke 
three engines that year. So, that's why I 





switched to Kawasaki. I asked for just 
that much money (from Ducati for 1995) 
and they said just, “No, f— you.’ They're 
not at any race track. They just receive 
all the results on paper so they don't 
know exactly what happened. So when I 
went to Muzzy last year, it was like 
night and day. It wasn't family at all. It 
was really business. And it was almost 
like I felt like I had to do my own team 
inside the team. I had my own team 
with my mechanics. Do the best you 
can. There was nobody behind me. So I 
was looking at Harley and they seemed 
more like Eraldo was. I had a couple of 
talks with Steve Scheibe and he was a 
really nice guy, and all the mechanics, 
also. But I don't think the equipment 
was ready to win." 


Not so with Suzuki. From the minute . 


it hit the track, the new Suzuki showed 
that all the hype wasn't misguided. 
Picotte's times on the barely modified 
Supersport bike had everyone double- 
checking their stopwatches, and it was 
clearly the fastest of all the bikes on top 
speed. When he went head to head with 
DuHamel during the December tire tests 
it was clear that the new Suzuki was 
faster than the '95 Honda RC45, though 
the Honda had an edge in midrange. 
Picotte also found he could get his from 
side to side better than most and found 
his new machine "much faster than 
Gobert's" '96-spec Kawasaki ZX-7R. 
"Powerwise we've got really, really 
good top end. We might need a little bit 
more midrange for the short tracks. But 
for the next Daytona in March, I think 
we're going to have a really, really good 
bike. So far I’m really happy. I think 
we've got a really, really good package. 
Still, we need a little more testing to try 
something different," Picotte says, 
adding that testing was one of the rea- 
sons he made the switch to Suzuki. With 
Ferracci there wasn't much need to test, 
and the Muzzy team only did tire test- 
ing. ^I think what's going to make a 
major difference on my side is that 
we're going to do a lot of testing. I've 
never really done any testing, except tire 
testing. You just feel more comfortable 





on the bike, with the team. I’m making 
the bike the way I like it. 

"Everything I say, they take a little 
note and they go back to Japan and go 
back to California. They try to fix that 
thing right away. They don't wait like a 
year." 

It's that attitude that drew Picotte to 
the Suzuki team. He'd been looking at 
them when it came time to think about 
'96, though he says he could probably 
have stayed with Muzzy and also had 
the chance to go to the Smokin' Joe's 
Honda team. Going to Honda, he felt, 
would have meant playing second 
banana to AMA Superbike and 600cc 
Superbike Champion Miguel DuHamel, 
and he'd had his fill of that. E 

“I didn't really try hard with Honda 
because Miguel was there and I didn't 
want to be in the shadow again like I 
was with Polen. With Suzuki I felt like I 
was going to be more, not the number- 
one rider, more respect than if I was 
going to Honda." 

And it wasn't so much the new bike 
that drew Picotte to Suzuki, it was the 
environment. "Even if you've got the 
worst piece of shit in the world, and 
everybody wants to win, they're all 
going to work hard night and day and 
they're going to make it right. Even if 
you've got the best bike and nobody 
wants to work, I don't think you're 
going to win. And you need a bunch of 
people to win. You need like four, five, 
six guys behind you, compared to Rob, 
where we had only two mechanics. 
That's it. They were even the truck dri- 
ver. They did everything themselves. 
Rob just took a production bike and 
built his own superbike and he sold 
mine for 25 grand at the end of the year. 
I don't think Suzuki will sell their bike 
for 25 grand at the end of they year. 
They don't really care about spending 
money on things." 

Testing, if done properly, can con- 
sume a great deal of a team's budget 
and Picotte found that the Yoshimura 
Suzuki team has no reservations about 
testing. The team had tested at Daytona 
just after the last AMA race at Firebird 





and again for a day at Homestead after 
the Dunlop tire tests. There was another 
test at Sears Point in December and 
Picotte thought there would be another 
in January. 

Though the new Suzuki was impres- 
sive, there is still work to be done, 
Picotte feels. “I’m trying to get the bike 
to hold the line better midcorner. You've 
got to really square off the corner. At 
Daytona I think it's good because with 
the race tire, as far as compound, it's 
really rigid, really hard compound, so 
you've got to square it off more. If you 
want to make a really good lap time 
with a qualifying tire you've got to 
make that thing hold the line really tight 
on the inside line like Miguel," he says. 

The fix is somewhere in the suspen- 
sion and the suspension is taking some 
time to sort out. The team tested both 
Showa and Ohlins units at Daytona and 
each had its strengths. "We need to cut 
both bikes in half and put it together," 
Picotte joked. 

Picotte now feels that he has the 
machinery and the team. What, then, 
will keep him from winning the title in a 
year that promises to be ultracompeti- 
tive? 

“Т need a lot of luck,” Picotte says. “I 
haven't had much luck at all. I started 
last year pretty strong and healthy, 
ready mentally. And a stupid little thing 
happened and I crashed and broke my 
collarbone (at Daytona). And I went 
back, got surgery - 14 days later at 
Pomona I put that superbike on the 
pole." 

After reinjuring the shoulder at 
Hockenheim, Picotte decided to let the 
bone heal properly. “Right after that, 
Scott went away. I wasn't really there 
physically, and after that I wasn't there 
mentally also," Picotte admits. "Nobody 
was really behind me. 

“I need to. be consistent, win some 
races, and have a little bit of luck on my 
side. I have some good mechanics. I 
don't have to be worried about any- 
thing. Nothing is going to fall off," he 
says, the problems of last season still 
fresh in his mind. су 
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ngree, Upton endure 
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PERRIS, CA, JAN. 7 
avid Pingree jump-started his 
season by posting the overall 
win in the highly competitive 
125cc Pro class, while Perris regular Don 
Upton flat smoked the 250cc Pros at the 
opening round of the GFI Winter Series 
held at Perris Raceway. 

And for the second time in two weeks, 
race promoter Goat Breker initiated a 
new program for the Pro racers in the 
form of one 40-minute moto instead of 
the customary two 15-minute motos. In 
addition, all Pro races would be run dur- 
ing the morning so top riders wouldn't 
have to wait for 40 motos to run before 
getting the opportunity to race. 

The 125cc Pro class was the first 
event to be run on the program, and 
many of the competitors likened the 
race to an outdoor AMA National. 
Although victory here would not be 
taken by a fast start or six-lap sprint to 
the finish line, but rather by hanging 
on for 20 laps over some of Southern 
California's roughest closed- -course 
terrain. 

That of course didn't slow any of the 
over 35 riders as they charged down the 
start straight toward the first left-hand 
hairpin turn. 

This frenzied beginning proved dis- 
astrous for Pro Circuit rider Casey John- 
son, who pulled the holeshot only to 
stall in the first turn. Johnson was 
promptly rewarded for his miscue by 
getting bumped, smashed, kicked and 
run over by the speeding horde of riders 
that followed. 

Johnson picked himself up and 
nursed his very bent machine back to 
the pits, from which he would watch fel- 
low-Team Green Rider Dustin Nelson 
lead the way. Nelson, a rookie pro, 
appeared to be in over his head after the 
start and was getting a lot of pressure 
from FMF rider Greg Schnell. 

About the same time that Schnell 
became a factor for the lead, David Pin- 





gree, Chad Pederson and Ty Kady 
entered the fray and created a five-rider 
battle for the point position. 

Nelson seemed to get nervous with 
the arrival of this pack and soon 
dropped back to fifth, leaving Schnell at 
the front, who quickly opened up a lead. 
Following Nelson toward the back of 
the pack was Kady, and he faded to an 
eventual 17th-place finish. 

Behind Schnell, Pingree and Pederson 
argued for second, while charging 
through the field to the delight of Suzuki 
amateur race technician Tim McAdams 
was Scott Sheak, serious about moving 
to the front. By the halfway mark Sheak 
had successfully moved from outside the 
top 20 and into fourth place. 

During the final 20 minutes of the 
race it was evident that Schnell was 
slowing and giving up much of the lead 
that he had worked so hard to gain. "I 
separated my shoulder early in the 
week," said Schnell afterward. "I just 
couldn't hang on anymore." 

As Schnell slowed, Pingree and Peder- 
son still looked fast and fresh. Looks did 
not deceive, and by the 15th lap the pair 
had moved into first and second, respec- 
tively, kaving Schnell a lonely third. 

During the closing laps, Pederson 


put on a charge, but Pingree seemed to 
take this in stride and he went on to take 
the checkered flag. “Our bike ran great 


today,” Pingree said. “I should have 
won the supercross here last week, but 
this will make up for it.” 

Pederson crossed the line for second 
while Schnell, Sheak, Brandes and 
French supercross star David Vuillemin 
rounded out the top six. 

The “king of Perris” Don Upton lived 
up to his title by destroying the 250cc 
Pro class with a wire-to-wire victory in 
what could only be described, in basket- 
ball terms, as a slam dunk. 

Upton looked like he was on auto 
pilot and simply left Team Suzuki's 
Michael Brandes in the dust. 

Brandes almost lost the runner-up 
position late in the race to the always- 





smooth former 125cc National Champi- 
on Micky Dymond. Brandes, however, 
did a great block-me-here, block-me- 
there dance and held Dymond at bay to 
the checkered flag. 

Travis Preston rode hot and cold 
throughout the race and finished a 
respectable fourth, while Bill Sauro, E.J. 
Wright and Mat Bateman rounded out 
the top eight. 

World-class Mini sensation Justin 
Buckelew made the trek from New Mex- 
ico worthwhile by scoring wins in both 
Supermini and 80cc Expert classes. His 
wins, however, did not come as easily as 
expected, as he was continually hound- 
ed by Honda rider Danny Carlson 
throughout most of the high-intensity 
Mini motos. 

Carlson left his mark, literally, on 
Buckelew by making aggressive passes. 
In the end, though, Buckelew won the 
motos that counted most and secured 
victory in both classes. 

Team Green's Billy Payne, making a 
comeback front an injury-riddled ’95 
season, was back on track, finishing 


- third in the Supermini and 80cc Expert 


classes. 

This new season is already being 
referred to as the year of the 125cc Inter- 
mediate class, with many of the top- 
ranked racers making their first appear- 
ances strong ones. Past 125cc 
Intermediate classes have produced 
stars like Damon Huffman, Robbie Rey- 
nard and Kevin Winham, but there has 
not been a time in the past decade 
where there have been over 10 different 
riders capable of winning the class. 

California has developed its own 
share of the strong 125cc Intermediates 
as evidenced by the impressive showing 
during this opening round. 

Of these, former Mini ace Jiri Dostal 
used good starts, excellent judgment 
and creative lines to carry himself to a 
double-moto win over NCY-sponsored 
Josh Tarantino. 

Teenage sensation Jerry Aleman was 
in the hunt all day and recorded a solid 





third in front of Tim Beatty, newcomer 
Andy Anaya and Danny Montoya. 

The action in the big-bike classes 
trickled down to even the youngest of 
racers in the 50cc (4-6) division. This 
class is a great opportunity for kids to 
break into the sport of racing. 

Class “veteran” Cole Seely had no 
problem handling the field and rode cir- 
cles around his competition en route to 
a double-moto victory. Johnathan 
McCarthy was extra-pumped for 
today’s race after he discovered a brand- 
new race bike under his Christmas tree, 
compliments of Santa Claus. McCarthy 
secured second on the main track, then 
surprised everyone by defeating Seely 
on the Pee Wee track later in the day. 

Future Pee Wee champ Brandon Mil- 
lion was a solid fifth-place finisher just 
behind Chad Gores and Warren Davis 
during the two motos. eN

Florida Winter AMA MX Series

onda of Troy's Brian Swink and 
Suzuki Japan's Ron Tichenor 


were the big Pro winners at 
round two of the Winter AMA 
Motocross Series at the Florida Motor- 
sports Complex in Ocala. The race, how- 
ever, was marred by the tragic death of 
18-year-old racer J.D. Collins, who ran 
off the track and crashed into a tree dur- 
ing the second 250cc Pro moto. As a 
result, the second round of motos was 
canceled. 

*  WorldSport's Linda West said, "We 
at WorldSports send our sympathy and 
most sincere condolences to the Collins 
family." 

Collins and his mother and father, Ed 
and Peg Collins, were very active on the 
national racing circuit and have many 
friends in the sport. Team Green 
Kawasaki's Jeff Chambers said, “It is a 
tragedy in the deepest sense of the defi- 
nition. J.D. loved racing and his family 
supported him in every way. I cannot 
remember going to a national amateur 
race of any stature and not seeing the 
Collins family involved." 

The young racer from Marion, Ohio, 
earned championships in the Minicycle, 
125 and 250cc B divisions before starting 
his expert career. On Saturday, the day 
before the accident, he led and eventual- 
ly finished fifth in the 250cc A class. 

On Sunday, Anthony Pocorobba took 
the lead in the first 125cc Pro moto with 

` Tichenor, Barry Carsten, Paul Currie, 
Robbie Skaggs, Mike Treadwell, Shane 
O'Connor and Jarrett Tipping in good 
position. Tichenor stalked Pocorobba for 
a lap, and then pulled alongside on a 
high-speed jump and took the lead in 
the next high-speed turn. 

At the midway point, Currie and 
Skaggs worked by Carsten and vied for 
the third spot. Pocorobba said, "I let the 
pressure get to me in the early laps and 
made too many mistakes. After 
Tichenor passed me, I calmed down and 
made up time by tripling the back sec- 
tion, but was unable to reel him in." 

Tichenor had been down with the flu 
this week and had not been able to train

until Thursday. He commented, "The 
track is pretty much one line, so after I 
opened my lead, I tried to back off to 
conserve strength for the 250 motos." 

At the end of the race it was Tichenor 
and Pocorobba filling out the first two 
positions. Carsten came back to take 
third, and Robbie Horton finished a 
charge from 12th place to end fourth 
ahead of Tony Lorusso. Е 

Brian Swink put his Honda of Troy 
Honda CR250 into the lead in the first 
250cc Pro moto. Behind him were 
Pocorobba, Keith Johnson, Robbie Hor- 
ton, Barry Carsten, Robbie Skaggs, 
Lorusso, Brian McElroy and Jeff 
Yentzer. Tichenor was mired in traffic 
after a bad first turn but moved up 
through the pack rapidly.

By lap four, Swink and Pocorobba 
had the first two spots locked up, fol- 
lowed by Johnson, Carsten and 
Tichenor.

Swink 
said, "I decided to run only one class 
today, then they shortened the motos to 
20 minutes.

Pocorobba had his work cut out and 
finally found an opening to get by for 
the win. Pocorobba said, "Collins rode a 
real good race.

Ricky Renner and David Milsaps won 
both motos in their age brackets to main- 
tain their perfect records in the series. 
James Stewart doubled again, winning 
both the 85 and 65cc (7-11) classes. He 
had to pass Jason Davenport in 65cc 
action and Gent Tull in the 85cc motos. 

Matt Walker usually dices with 
Ernesto Fonseca in the 85cc (14-15) class- 
es, but this time, he had all the glory to 
himself at Ocala. Fonseco's BSY sponsor 
Tim Buffaloe said, "We decided to let

7 
ick Ryan emerged as the 
top professional racer in 
the 20th annual Golden 
State Nationals opener at a 
fog-shrouded Riverfront 
Park.

Ryan's consistency was in marked 
contrast to the majority of competitors, 
as the large turnout of pros made for 
an unpredictable, crash-filled contest, 
and mixed results were the norm. 
Over 470 riders were on hand includ- 
ing 90 Pro entries, requiring 22 indi- 
vidual races that (including crash- 
caused delays) spanned from 9 a.m. 
until 8 p.m., the last three hours under 
the track's powerful lights. 

When the gate dropped for the 
day's first event, 30 250cc pros raced 
for the first turn down Marysville's 
trademark one-tenth-mile drag race, 
led by Yoko/Lamson Porting-backed 
Rusty Holland, whose bikes were blaz- 
ingly fast all day. Jockeying for posi- 
tion behind Holland were Tyler Hum- 
mel, J.R. Mason, Rodney Smith, Jake 
Windham and Rick Ryan. In a sign of 
things to come, Honda-mounted 





Mason was the first to part with his 
machine, crashing hard in the sandy 
back section. 

“I was running third, but we (top 
10 riders) were way close," said 
Mason. “One of the bikes slammed me 
and, boom! I was off. the track and in 
the trees." 

Mason's.CR was wedged in the 
thick branches of a trackside willow, 
while Mason was briefly knocked 
unconscious when he landed some 
distance away. Although his bike was 
extracted intact and undamaged, 
Mason wisely elected to spectate the 
rest of the day. 

While frantic place-swapping con- 
tinued midpack, the leaderboard was 
stabilizing by the second lap. Holland 
stretched his lead on his screaming 
Suzuki, with Ryan, Hummel, Smith 
and Tyson Vohland giving chase. A 
short distance back, a second group of 
riders, led by Jake Windham, battled it 
out. At midrace, Spud Walters passed 
Windham, then followed a charging 
Vohland into the top five, while Wind- 
ham, Pat Gomm, Pat Foster, Dean 
Matson and Jeff Pestana argued over 
who would fill out the top 10. 

Foster was the next top rider to go 
down, crashing out of the moto, 
although back-marker endos brought 
out yellow flags in several locations 
during the race. One particularly diffi- 
cult stretch was where faster riders 
needed to land in difficult rut-crossed 











braking bumps off a high-speed jump, 
just before the finish-area hairpin 
turn. 

This proved to be the painful 
downfall of many throughout the day. 
Esposito was one who coolly avoided 
the mayhem to move into seventh, 
then pass both Windham and Hum- 
mel. Next, Esposito and Walters bat- 
tled for fifth until Esposito secured the 
position with only one lap remaining 
in the eight-lap contest.

Out front, Holland's lead began to 
shrink as Vohland and Ryan closed the 
gap while they diced for second. Hol- 
land had a good cushion, and held on 
to take the win, followed by Vohland, 
Ryan, Smith and Esposito. Next across 
were Walters, Gomm, Windham, 
Hummel and Matson, completing the 
top 10. 

Vohland nailed the holeshot in a 
big way for moto two, although some 
riders later claimed Vohland, among 
others, jumped the gate. Officials 
watching the gate saw it otherwise, 
and ruled a fair start. 

“Vohland hit the gate when it was 
three-quarters down, timing it perfect- 
ly - fair start." said Charlie Sexton, the 
CMC official in charge. 

Vohland led the first lap, followed 
by Matson, Ryan, Justin Tierney and 
Smith. Tiearney was typical of many 
talented riders who had mixed results, 
as he could do no better than 20th in 
the first moto. Only a half-lap into the 
race, yellow flags were flying due to a 
crash in deep whoops near the river. 
On the previously mentioned finish- 
line straight, another rider went down, 
posting yet another yellow flag. 

Vohland led the next two (relative- 
ly) uneventful laps, followed by Mat- 
son, Ryan, Tiearney and Smith. While 
the leaders were in the back section, 
Vohland crashed but was able to 
restart just inside of the top 10. Mean- 
while, another rider fell in the same 





area that had proved so, troublesome. 
Emergency medical team members 
signaled to stop the event, and the 
checkered flag flew, ending the race. 
Riders came off the track, some angry 
or confused, and were summoned to 
confer with officials. After much dis- 
cussion and a democratic poll, the 
results were declared final based on 
the fourth-lap finishing order. Round- 
ing out the top 10 were Esposito, 
Hummel, Nathan Woods, Vohland 
and Lowell Moural jr. 

In the 125cc Pro contest Shane 
Esposito split a pair of moto wins with 
Holland, with Esposito getting the 
overall win and Pestana going 3-3 for 
third. Tyson Vohland won the hard- 
luck award in this class after leading 
both motos for a few laps only to crash 
out. 

Vohland came back strong in the 
25+ Pro race, easily topping a strong 
field with a perfect 1-1 score. 

The top Intermediate rider was 
Donavan Mitchell, who won handily 
over Brian Sweaney апа Hawk 
White. єх

awasaki Team Green's Greg Zit- 
Ке said he wanted to use the 

California City GP as a warmup 
for the upcoming off-road season, but 
from the look of things, Zitterkopf is 
already plenty warm, if not downright 
hot. Zitterkopf was simply in a league of 
his own as he ripped the competition in 
both the Pro and Vet divisions to get his 
new year started off on the right foot. 

“I heard about this race a little while 
ago, and I thought it would be fun to 
do," said Zitterkopf. "No pressure, just 

o out and have a little fun." And that 
e did. 

This event marked the return of off- 
road racing to California City, as the 
small, desert community just north of 
Mojave hadn't seen an official off-road 
motorcycle race within its city limits in 
many years. Lou Peralta of Baja Promo- 
tions pulled all the right strings to get rac- 
ing back to California City and enjoyed a 
modest crowd of racers that came out to 
participate in the two-day event. 

"California City was a hotbed of rac- 
ing many years ago, and the city wants 
to bring racing back and bring in more 
revenue," said Peralta. “I really have to 
thank the city of California City, the 
mayor, the city council and the EDC 
(Economic Development Corporation) 
for their help, as well as the Desert M.C. 
for some of their guys coming out to 
help work checks and sweep." 

Local desert racers felt right at home at 
Cal City, as the GP featured a 10-mile-a- 
lap course over semi-technical desert ter- 
rain, much of which consisted of ^roller- 
coaster" two-track dirt roads, some 
single-track cross-grain sections, a couple 
of hills, a long, paved straightaway sec- 
tion, but very few fast whoop-de-doo sec- 
tions to speak of. Those who chose to gear 
up for the event were happy to find out 
that they had indeed made the right 
choice. The checkered flag came out at the 
one-hour mark for each race, resulting in 
most riders getting in four laps, except for 
the Pro race, which lasted 90 minutes. 

“We didn't want to make this one a 
killer," said Peralta. "This was a tuneup 
race, and we didn't want to beat every- 
one up so early in the year. We wanted 
to introduce everyone here, make every- 
one finish and have a good time. In our 
September race here, which will offer D- 
37 points, it will be tougher." 

Zitterkopf competed in both the Vet 
and Pro-class races and cruised to victo- 
ry in each outing. In the Pro race, Zit- 
terkopf jumped out to an early lead and 
enjoyed about a 45-second cushion over 
Team Honda's Jeff Capt, riding an 
XR600, by the end of the first lap. Zit- 
terkopf nearly doubled his advantage 
over Capt the next time around and 
went on for an easy victory. Capt fin- 
ished all alone in second, while Kawasa- 
ki Team Green rider Dan Vanstee 
rounded out the top three. 

In the Vet race, Zitterkopf again 
strolled to victory, while Bill Maxim 
rode his Kawasaki to second place over 
Doug Mohr. 

Jason Higgins and Jon Parks 
squeezed out five laps in their battle in 
the Open Expert class, and when the 
dust had settled, it was Higgins who 
had emerged victorious. The top Open 
Amateur was Greg Cook, who finished

FORT WORTH, TX, JAN. 5-6 
uf Racing teamster Jeromy Buehl 
| left quite an impression on Texas 
race fans during both nights of 
competition at the Will Rogers Coliseum 
during the MSR/ Апѕуег/ КВС Are- 
nacross, round four of the PJ1 Super 
Arenacross Series. 

In front of a combined crowd of over 
16,200, Buehl rode his Team Green/ 
Thor-backed KX to 125cc Expert victo- 
ries on Friday and Saturday night while 
his Tuf teammate, Team Green / Thor- 
backed Jimmy Gaddis, proved to be too 
tough for the rest of the competition in 
the 250cc main event on Saturday. Todd 
DeHoop was the only rider to spoil a 
perfect weekend for the Tuf Racing team 
by winning Friday's 250cc Main event 
aboard his F&S Suzuki/ Answer/Scott- 
backed RM. 

A mere six points now separate the 
first-placed Buehl and the runner-up 
Gaddis in the series points standings 
with DeHoop remaining a strong con- 
tender in third place. 

The race was run in conjunction with 
the Fourth Annual Dallas/Fort Worth 
Motorcycle and Sports Expo, produced 
and managed by Mike Kidd Promotions. 


FRIDAY NIGHT 
Friday's 125cc main event jump-start- 
ed the evening crowd when Buehl blast- 
ed off the rubber-band start to lead the 
14-rider gate. Former AMA 125cc 


National Champion Guy Cooper took 
the lead spot from Buehl in the whoops 
after the start, with Gaddis third and 
Cliff Palmer fourth. 

Cooper led for two laps before Buehl 
took back the lead in the same spot 
where Cooper had taken it from him - in 
the whoops. Gaddis held his ground in 
third ahead of the battle between 
DeHoop and Charley Bogard for fourth. 
Bogard hounded DeHoop and caught 
him in the corners but lost him down 
the brief straight. Bogard finally made 
his move over the triple on lap six and 
established a hold on the fourth spot.

Buehl held his ground out front for 
the win while Cooper fended off Gaddis 
despite swapping positions halfway 
through the main event, when Gaddis 
flew past Cooper over the rockers. 
Cooper wicked it up and was first to the 
next turn, securing second on the podi- 
um. 
“1 knew Cooper was going fast," 
Buehl said on the podium. “And I knew 
I had to be a little faster if I was going to 
win." 

Friday night' s 250cc main event was 
destined to be the race of the weekend 
as Buehl was left on the ground in the 

first turn after his 
successful 125cc bid 
just 30 minutes 
prior. DeHoop 
raced out front 
through the 
whoops at the start 
of the race, with 
Cooper in the sec- 
ond position. Bran- 
don Lacey started 
in third, but his 
position was short- 
lived when Palmer 
breezed through the 
whoops and passed 
Lacey for the num- 
ber-three spot. 
The race tight- 
ened ир with 
DeHoop defending 
his lead against 
both Cooper and 
Palmer, who gave it 
his all in the 
whoops at the 
beginning of lap six 
and passed Cooper 
for second. But the 
top three met in the 
next turn as they 
prepared to jump 
the Red Dog Triple. 
Cooper and Palmer 
landed side by side, 
with Cooper squar- 
ing off the turn, 
pushing Palmer 
high into the berm. 
Palmer tried to 
return the favor to Cooper in the next 
turn at the end of the following jump 
section, but Cooper would have no part 
of it as he concentrated on catching 
DeHoop. 

Two laps later, Palmer had to bow 
out of the race with 12 laps to go. 

^My CDI box came loose and was 
bouncing between my forks and num- 
ber plate, which killed my bike and any 
chance at a good finish," Palmer said. 

DeHoop continued to lead the race 
with Cooper breathing down his airbox, 
and Gaddis moving up to third. In the 
meantime, Buehl hadn't let his first-turn 
fall hold him back, and he gradually 
worked his way through the pack to 
sixth. 

Cooper began to work magic on lap 
14 when he caught DeHoop and then 
raced side by side with him over most of 
the jumps and into the turns. 

The white flag came out and every- 
one came to their feet with less than 30 
seconds remaining till the finish. The 
Suzuki riders kept up their speed 
through the whoops, over the triple, 
out of the turns, and over the step-up. 
With only three jumps and one turn 
left before Vern Bell's checkered flag, 
Cooper jumped into the last corner, 
caught his shoulder on the inside bar- 
rel and went down. DeHoop rallied to 
the finish and the win as Cooper 
recovered and finished second before 
Gaddis, who raced in third, could 
catch him.

Buehl continued his winning efforts 
in the 125cc main event on Saturday as 
he led Gaddis and Cooper onto the 
course.

Buehl kicked in the 
afterburners and began to reel in Gad- 
dis, but with only three short laps to go, 
Buehl was unable to catch his teammate. 
Gaddis took the win followed by Buehl 
and DeHoop. 

"I'm very happy to come out on top.

admit it. I am one of the first people to 

argue that the AMA Supercross Series 

should begin in glamorous Anaheim 
Stadium in Southern California, not 
Orlando, Florida's Citrus Bowl. It makes 
bense for the factories, for the privateer 
‘eams, for the media, and for tradition in 
peneral. Year after year the subject has 
been brought up in articles and conversa- 
ion, but year after year the point is moot 
because the supercross promoters refuse 
o move the opener away from Orlando 
рпа back to California. Orlando is gather- 
ing momentum, they argue. Orlando just 
Hoesn’t work, I say in reply. 

Now I'm starting to see their point. It 
s the morning after the 1996 AMA 
Pupercross Series opener in sunny-but- 
hilly Orlando, and I’m still reeling from 
hn epic night of racing. The event was 
Bupposed to mark the dawn of a new 
year of supercross, but it seemed more 
ike a new era of racing all together. The 
ime had come for better relations 
between riders and the AMA, the AMA 
hnd the promoters, the media and every- 
body else. Several top riders were on 
brand-new teams, including Mike LaRoc- 
o, Jeff Emig, Larry Ward and Damon 

uffman. A few others were back from 
jong absences from supercross, including 
25cc GP refuge Jimmy Button and the 
Pnigmatic Damon Bradshaw, who was 
hppearing on a U.S. Supercross track for 
he first time since 1993. There was 
hdded purse money, the return of a year- 
bnd points fund, and the overall positive 
ibes that come from getting everyone 
ogether again for the first time of the 
ear. 

Down in the pits there were new 
leams and new semis everywhere. It was 
ronic that the two best-looking rigs - 

onda of Troy's mammoth trailer and 
he sleek Pro Circuit/Kawasaki semi - 

ere getting more attention than the pit 
hreas occupied by the true Honda and 

‘awasaki team setups. In fact, the Honda 
bf Troy rig dwarfed Team Honda's two 
pox vans, causing recurring jokes about 

here exactly series champion Jeremy 

cGrath was spending his downtime - 
pn a lawn chair in his cold box van or 
spread out on the custom-leather couches 

here "privateers" Larry Ward and 

ike Craig relax. But Honda team man- 
ger Wes McCoy reminded me that "box 
ans win championships." He's got a 
boint there. 

The track itself was a short throw back 
o the bar-banging days of the mid-1980s, 
before the tracks become more techno 








than a central Florida rave. It seems that 
the powers-that-be at PACE/Supersports 
were flipping through some old videos 
and came across a clip of the Orlando '83 
event, which was narrowly won by 
Yamaha-mounted Ron Lechien over 
Johnny O'Mara, Mark Barnett, Warren 
Reid and Jeff Ward. "That's what I want 
to see this time," demanded promoter Bill 


West. He was watching side-by-side rac- 
ing down 100-yard-long whoop sections, 
double and triple jumps that required 
more sj than timing, and wide turns 
that allowed for paint-swapping passes, 
rather than carving corners up with fake 
berms and kicker bumps. When riders 
and fans got to Orlando for the first ses- 
sion of '96, that's pretty much what we 
got. 

What we didn't get were noisy pre- 
race fireworks that left the stadium filled 
with smoke. There was no silly, pre-race 
introduction of Jeremy riding in the belly 
of an oversize, fire-breathing, shark- 
shaped Tonka truck, and there was no 
cheesy Rocky-style music to fill the brief 
voids between races. (There was also no 
Dynamite Lady opening act, no one 
dressed up as a bear riding a bike on fire, 
and no Evel Knievel-style jumping con- 
test, but it's a long season and there's still 
time.) About 40,000 came out of the near- 
by snow to see the race, including rap- 
per/racer Vanilla Ice, who was wearing 
an AMA official shirt in lieu of a pit pass. 

The racing itself last night was excel- 
lent, although not always close. The time 
has come to forget about whether or not 
Jeremy McGrath's dominance is good or 
bad for the sport and just appreciate him 
for what he does. This was a running 
conversation all weekend long in Orlan- 
do. We must think of him as the Michael 
Jordan of supercross - a best there ever 
was who just happens to still be around. 





Why is it that basketball fans love to see 
Jordan score as many points possible 
each night but supercross fans don't 
want to see McGrath build as big a lead 
as possible each time out? I don't care 
whether Jeremy lives in Canyon Lake or 
a double-wide next to mine, he should 
have been AMA Athlete of the Year. Last 
year, too. And the year before that. And 


if he has to make like Steve 
McQueen/ Bud Ekins and jump the fence 
to get out of that exclusive neighbor- 
hood, here's hoping he does a nac-nac 
and I'm there sitting on my cooler to see 
it! (And I'd love to see him at the '96 
Motocross des Nations.) 

Anyway, back to motorcycle-friendly 
Orlando. McGrath showed up with a new 
haircut and the same old victory-first atti- 
tude. He won the heat race and main 
event with relative ease, taking the time 
to do some tricks for the fans and make 
the first lap or two memorable by looking 
over at the only two guys he had to pass 
all night, Steve Lamson in his heat race 
and Mike Brown in the main. But the rest 
of the races, with the possible exception 
of Mickael Pichon's 125cc main-event 
runaway, were full of action. The 125cc 
heat races, won by Pichon and Davey 
Yezek, and just about all of the rest of the 
250cc races had the crowd on its feet in 
the cold grandstands. The only downer 
was the shoulder-popping fall of Greg 
Albertyn in his semi-qualifier. But then 
again, it ain't supercross if Albee doesn't 
get hurt. 

The 250cc main event offered a seri- 
ous "State of Racing" message. While 
McGrath checked out like a businessman 
late for a flight, the presence of Team 
Great Western's Phil Lawrence and 
Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw in the shot- 
gun positions was meaningful. "Factory" 
Phil has never been on the podium

before. Brad- 

shaw hasn't been 

on one in three years. 

Hell, he hasn't been on supercross track 
for three years. But as the laps clicked off 
and the appearances of LaRocco, Ward 
and Emig never happened, it became 
clear that these two guys were putting in 
the rides of their recent lives on a track 
that allowed it to happen. Were LaRocco, 
Ward and Emig not as prepared as 
McGrath, or were they just victims of bad 
luck and opening-night jitters? We'll 
know after Minnesota and Anaheim. 

In the end McGrath won in lapped 
traffic without a nac-nac - maybe he's 
saving it to get back into his neighbor- 
hood - but he did salute the crowd with a 
victory lap nac-nac. Lawrence rode 
smooth and smart all night long and fin- 
ished a crowd-pleasing second to Brad- 
shaw’s even more crowd-pleasing third. 
But with one more lap Huffman might 
have passed them both. (If McGrath is 
“Showtime,” maybe we should start call- 
ing the still-improving Huffman “HBO” 
now for the sake of future headlines.) 
Hughes fell back a few spots after some 
kind of run-in with Mike Craig, resulting 
in a post-race brawl that gave hockey 
fans in attendance their money's worth. 
The AMA should take the money they 
collect on the fines from this mess and 
put it towards pit speakers for next year’s 
Orlando race. Some top riders and 
mechanics missed the call to the starting 
gate and were forced to line up on the far 
outside. This oversight ruined any 
chance for a replay of the magnificent 
Pichon/Tim Ferry 125cc heat race when 
Ferry had to line up with the ESPN cam- 
eramen. 

So what did Orlando prove? Several 
things. For one, Wes McCoy was right: 
You don’t have to have an 18-wheeler to 
get on the podium, just a box van and a 
fancy nickname like “Showtime” or “Fac- 
tory.” Orlando also proved that the less 
technical a track is, the closer the racing 
will be, especially in corners where 
you're less worried about timing for the 
upcoming double-triple-double than you 
are about diving in on the guy in front of 
you. The idea that more is better when it 
comes to jumps is for dirt contractors, not 
supercross racers. And finally, the event 
proved that Orlando can work as the sea- 
son kickoff. For the first time, Orlando 
was not just a race - it was an event. A 
happening. The Opener. Now if they 
could just get someone to paint the start- 
ing gate.... N
